During one whole year the Govern-
ment exacts no interest on unpaid dutles, making

To estimate properly the excesdlve generosity of
onr Government In it2 concessions to forelgn inter-
ests, we must consider the proportion that the

¥rom this table we learn that the duties charge-
able mmount 1o NIty per cent. of the values remsin-
ing In warehouse. During 1868 there was an aver-
age value of $48,000,000 of imported commoditiey
constantly inwarehouse. As just exiubited, the half
of this amonnt will give us the total of chargeable
dutles, say $21,600,000, Interest at six per cent. on
this sam gives §1,200,000 a8 the value of the dons-
tion bestowed in 1805 by our too lberal Government
upon foreign manufacturers and producers,

The foreigner amnd his rapresentative on this
side of the Atlantle eujoy & large immu-
nity  from rent and -~ store expenses,
as compared with those borne by a regular
American importer, This fact, In connection
with the saving of Interest just named, enables them
to drive the latter from the deld.

wing law by Congress :—

That upon the withdrawal of any goods, wares, or
merchandise for consumption, there shull be pald by
the owner, Importer, consignee, or agent of suoh
goods, wares, or merchandise, in addition to the
proper duties or charges, interest ot the rate ol si1x
per cent per annum upon the whole amount of the
sutics upon sneh goods, wares, or merchandise from
the time of the entry of Such goods for wurehousing
unti] the withdrawal of the same for consamption,
Buch interest 10 be pald in the same denomination as
duties ure paynhie,

The report was debipted at length,

In opposition to it several of the Speakoers con-
tended that this Erupu!muu WS In elfect anfuorease
incidentally of the tailil opop lmported goods pro
fanto, and that in the inteérest el Pennsylvanin indus-
try, at the present thime seriously threatencd by froe
trade combingations, commanding anlimited nmonnts
of _money, and enilnllng much abllity in a concap-
trated attsck upon the whole system and po'icy of

THE BROOKS CASE

A Btatement by Detective Brooks—
His Own Version of the Infa-
mous Assault upon Him-—
Another Hearing of
the Acoused.

Hamilton and Atwell Committed for a
Further Hearing, Eagan Held in
$6000 Bail, and Xeenan
and Stockton Dis-
charged.

Yesterday afternoon at # o'clock, before Alderman
Kerr, at the Centra! Pollce Statien, Thomas W
Eagen, Robert H. Hamilton, John kuﬂuu:. John
Steckton, and James Atwell had a farther Qearing
on the charge bf being concerned in the mufderous
assault npon Hevenune Detective Brooks, The ao-
cuged :ppumd, together with thelr counsel,

The first witness callod was Dr, Wier Mitchell, His
testimony was an follows ;.

Dr. Wier Mitchell sworn—Mr, Brooks Is doing very
well, but T 4o not think him out of denger; nor is e
in a condition to leave the house to appear as a wit-
neaa,

Uross.examined—1 do not consider im out of
danger, but 1 think him n o falr way of recovery; |
think he will be able to be ubout in & ceuple of weeks
Or 50,

Upon a further examination of the Dootor, he said
that he belleved Mr. Brooks could safely answer any
questions that might be put to him,

Neveral other witnesses were examined, when Mr.
Hagert satd that he hid no other testimony to offer,
except Mr, Brooks' own, and he was ready to meet
the connsel at any e to go to the residence of Mr.
Brooks and take his statement,

It was finally agreed to take the statement of Mr.
Brooks at 11 o'clock (s morping, and to have the
final hearing at the Contral Station at 12 o'elock.

All the acoused were admitted to ball bar Hamil-
ton and Atwell,

Menrving nt Mr. Hroolks” House.

At 11 o'clock this morning, Mayor Fox, United
States District Attorney A, H, Smith, Assistant Dis-
trict Attorney H. 8. Hagert, Alderman Kerr, Messrs,
Cossldy, Munn, O'Nelll, and Brinckley, the oconnsel
for the prisoners, and the prisoncers repaired to the
residence of Mr. Brooks, on Fourth street, above
Spruce, where the testiimmony of the injured man was
taken, He was Iying in bed and appeared to be very
weak. In giving, his testimony he was freéquently
compelled to stop and gather strength before con-
tinuing.

MH, BROOKE TESTIMONY.

Mr, Prooks was then sworn by Alderman Korr,
after whioh he gave the following testimony, the
questions being asked by Mr, Hagert:—

Q. Mr. Brooks, you are a detective oflicer of the
Revenue Department ? A, I am,

Q. Youn were shot upon Monday, the 6th of Sep-
tember? A, Yes, 8ir,

. At what hour? A, Between 12 and 1 o'clock,

. Where? A, In the store of Keenan, Son & Co,,
No. 112 North Front street,

Q. What took you thera? A, Iwent in the dis.
charge of my duty to examine the wholesale liguor
dealer's book there,

Q. Did you go there by appointment with any-
bhody? A, 1 went there by previous announce-
mént. )

. Had you been there on previous occasions on
the sume errand ¢ A, T had been there a number of
timen since August 18, and on the Saturday previous
to the shooting,

Q. Whom did you see on the Saturday previous?
A. A young boy, son of John Keenan; I understand
Iis name I8 Jullan, -

€. Had you told anybody of the visit ? A, No, sir.

t? Did you sdvise anybody matiyuu intended to go,or
informed anybody? A. I think I intimated to Wash-
ington Horter, on Front street, after examining his
book and seeing entries there, that 1 should follow
thie matter up; there were entries of sales made by
J. R, keenan to Washipgton Horter; that waa on
Saturday morning; 1 took these entries down, and
then went from there to Mr. Keenan's store, calling
on the way at several other stores.

Q. Did you inform young Mr. Keenan that yon
would come In? A, 1did; but Idon't think that
1 sald when; that (s I.qu term I usually use,

(f' DA you see Mr. John Keenan before you went
to the store on Monday? A 1 did,

Q. Had you any conversation with him? Mr,
Brooks replied to this that he had ; that he told Kee-
nan that he had been at the store, ete., and that his
(Keenan's) ook was not there,and then continued :—

“John, there will be no trouble if that book s Kept
right, and you conduct your business the same ns
other wholesale dealers do.”

The two men separated, Mr. Brooks afterwards
goiug to Mr Keenun's gtore, arriving there between
14 and 1 o'clock.

A,
When 1 ot in there the hoy Keenan was alone in the

place at the far end; os 1 approached the
efMice he got ug.n and went ot drawer,
and took out the book, and put it on the desk for

me: 1 at once opened the book, and commenced
compnring the entries that 1 had takken from Wash-
ington Horter's book with those on Keenan's book,
and ticked them off, and noted the errors; as [ was
doing it, when about half-way throngh, three men
came fnto the store and walked up near b
where young Keenan met them; and I heard them
ask “Is Mr. Keenan in? *I 414 not hear any reply,
but turned to my werk ; one man stood with his back
towards me, dressed, [ think, in light clothing ; two
men stood fncing each other, O

when, without hoaving heand any one near me, i
heard an explosion gnd felt my baok strueck as
by a blunt ionstruméht; 1 then turned suddenly
and leoked: the man was just darting out
of the oMee door; here 18 an ofMce, and there 18 a
partition, right through the store, a glass partition,
